“troduction.” Lord Brougham, who! had the 
greatest share in abolishing the tax after the war, 
declared, in 1842, “that he only assented to its re- 
“imposition for a temporary emergency.” To the same 


Every member of Sir Robert Peel’s Government 
spoke against the tax, even while he was imposing 
it, and assented to it as to an unavoidable neces- 
sity. 

We now know that, all the while, Sir Robert Peel 
contemplated the continuance of the tax. In his 
celebrated letter to the merchants of the Prussian 
town of Elbing he wrote--‘‘ The object of the Income- 
tax was not only to make good a deficit, but also to 
lay the foundation for a new system of taxation .’’ 
Our present Chancellor of the Exchequer is a Peelite, 
and from that we may judge of the sincerity of his 
desire for its remission. But, in truth, of all possible 
methods of taxation the imposition of a tax upon 
mere income, real or supposed, is the very easiest, 
and most likely to be adopted by an indolent or pre- 
occupied Chancellor of the Exchequer. ‘Lhe 
equation is so very simple---“‘each penny in the pound 
imposed produces a million.” Wanted, nine millions 
for diplomatic services, secret-service money, pensions, 
and what not--all that is required is to write, “ Levy 
ninepence in the pound.” 

It is this very facility which renders an Income- 
tax a positive inducement to extravagant expendi- 
ture. Ifa Minister knew that he should have to 
study the whole statistics of this Empire, its com- 
merce and its manufactures---if he had to labour 
through innumerable calculations, and pass nights of 
weary thought in divising a source of revenue, he 
would not be so ready to rush into war, or to spend 
without occasion. Now there is absolutely no check. 
The revenue of the country, gigantic as it is, is all 
spent, and there may be, suppose, a deficiency. That 
entails no additional expenditure of brain upon our 
inventive Minister---it is only twopence addition al 
upon the pound! 

Severe as the Income-tax is in general, it is still 
more severe in the iniquity of its application. We 
have shown how it eats up the capital that is the 
very life of the professional man, and of every person 
whose earnings depend upon his health. An Income- 
tax of 8d. in the pound is equal to the confiscation 
of 13 per cent. of property. It presses hardest on those 
whose means are smallest, without pity or mitigation. 
It is unfair that I, whose income dies at once with 
myself, should be taxed at the same rate-as you are; 
whose broad fields will remain intact for a hundred 
generations.

Chancellors of the Exchequer receive some £6,000 

a year for their financial discoveries. Surely the 

original Mr. Gladstone can find some more recondite 
theory of taxation than the simple addition of pence 
in the pound. Six thousand pounds make up a large 
sum, and ought to be earned. It will not be enough 
to copy the plan condemned, as we have seen, by the 
very man who introduced it. We are not bound to 
supply Mr. Gladstone with a substitute for this 
£60,000: the office and thefsalary both belong to 
him ; yet we can point out a department where ten 
times sixty thousand pounds may be saved---that is, 
gained by wholesome supervision. The Westmtn- 
ster Review opens with an article upon Government 
contracts, which reveals the most reckless extrava- 
gance, the most unlimited jobbery, and the most 
fatuitous compacts it was ever our lot to hear of. 
Let Mr. Gladstone retrench the worse than ruinous 
extravagance manifested in almost every Government 
contract, and he will have little need to seek a re- 
newal of the tax. : 

But, if an Income-tax must be imposed, 
not from poverty in the Exchequer, but from 
poverty of genius in its Chancellor, at 
least it should be a graduated one. They who have 
£1,000 a year could pay a shilling in the pound 
with more case and less sacrifice than the- man of 
£300 a year could pay sixpence. /The man of 
£4,000 a year could well afford to pay four times 
the amount paid by the possessor of £400. This, 
at least, could be done ; but it never will be car- 
ried into effect, unless they who suffer most act for 
themselves. We, for our part, will be rejoiced to 
assist in such an 
common humanity. If adraught of a petition be 
drawn up, we will leave it for signature at our 
office, and aid its prayer by what influence we may 
possess. 


The Times on the relations between Louis Na- 
poleon and the Pope :— 


Whatever slackness there may be in the distribu- 
tion of efrennes upon the Boulevards, there is none 
in the Tuiieries. While Napoleon lives and reigns 
let no one despair of receiving a_ startling New 
Year's gitt. What he offered to England we cannot, 
of course, quite accurately guess. What Austria 
has got, or Spain has received, we do not affect to 
know. Whether Russig has received a promise, 
or Sardinia has had a reminder of some old condi- 
tion, we do not even ask. But the dutiful offering of 
the Eldest Son of the Church to his Holy Father, 
the Pope of Rome, is now exhibited to the world. 
It turns out to be a talisman of powerful virtue, 
which, if it had been received in secreey and used 
with prudence, would have contributed to the peace of 
the Christian world. It would even have helped to sus- 
tain for some unmeasured period that priestly figment 
which many had come to look upon as mere faded tapes- 
try and mouldering upholstery—old banners over a tomb, 
in which all the thews and sinews of a strong man are 
passing into dust. It was, however, we are sorry to say, 
not received in time to allay an irritation which had by 
some strange accident contrived to fix itself in an infalli- 
ble bosom. Pius IX. also had to distribute his New 
Year’s gifts. Hehad sent his Pontifical benediction 
to the Emperor, the Empress, the Imperial Prince, 
and to all France; but this benediction is, like 
the talisman, of conditional virtue. It is only to ope- 
rate in the event that God will give the Emperor 
grace to condemn “ that monument of insidious hypo- 
crisy and contemptible tissue of contradictions” which 
are contained in an anonymous pamphlet, which the 
Father of Latin Christendom stoops thns specifically to 
vituperate. Unfortunately, these two New Year's 
gifts crossed each other onthe way. Unfortunately, 
also, the talisman sent by Napoleon IIL. itself prevented 
the accomplishment of the condition upon which alone 
the benediction was to take effect. So there is scandal 
in Latin Christendom, and the Emperor and the Em- 
press, and the Imperial Prince, and ail France remain 
unblessed. 

At last, then, we have these two Great Powers— 
emblems of force and civilisation, and of superstition 
and blind obstinacy— face to face as antagonists. Itis no 
longer the anonymous writer of “ Le Pape et le Congres” 
and the anonymous writer in the Giornale di Roma; it is 
the Pope himself speaking from the Vatican, and Na- 
poleon himself writing from the Tuileries. In this 
Pontifical allocation and this Imperial missive the Em- 
peror improves u the pamphlieteer, but the Pope 
descends below the journalist. The Emperor states 
with grave and measured regret the unhappiness which 
afflicts him when he contemplates the present position 
of the temporal dominions of the Father of the Church. 
But, alas! “facts have an inexorable sequence.” 
It was the resistance of that unwise friend, Austria, 
which first stirred up the national Italian feeling. 
Despite the French garrison and Rome, and an 
Emperor devoted to the Holy See at the head 
of the French nation, that national movement “gould 
not be prevented from spreading to the Romagna. But 
that devoted Emperor, at the critical moment, stepped 
in with advice. Ifthe Pope would appoint a lay go- 
vernor and a separate administration of the revolted 


provinces would have returned under the Papal autho- 
rity. The Emperor says this, and the Emperor best 
knows. Unhappily the condition was not accepted. 
The advice was refused. The devoted Emperor 
was thus rendered impotent to arrest the pro- 
gress]‘of rebellion “even among’ those who have 
been privileged to’ look upon the glories and the 
virtues of the Popes themselves. He did what he could. 
He stopped the war with Austria, in a great measure 
because it was extending that national Italian movement 
too fiercely in the neighbourhood of the Holy Chair ; he 
obtained the dismissal of Garibaldi, to prevent him from 
invading the Marches of Ancona ; but he could do no 
more. All he can now do is to repeat thecounsel which 
was before despised; but this time the counsel has kept 
pace with the inexorable sequence of events. It is 
short, it is simple, it is decisive—* Make a sacrifice of 
these a saor sc ima this condition the 
Powers of Europe guarantee the peaceful possession 
of “the States of the Church.”

If a sinking fund 
for the reduction of the debt were provided by the tem- 
porary alienation of the lands, saysMr.Rogers, and if this 
sinking fund were used only for public works intended 
for the development of industry and commerce, the debt 
would be reduced to a safe and convenient point in no 
long course of years.

OPENING OF THE PRUSSIAN CHAMBERS. 


Bekiin, 127T#.—The Prussian Chambers were opened 
to-day, by his Royal Highness the Prince$Regent. The 
Royal Speech mentions the events of European impor- 
tanee, which have lately taken place, and states that 
after the conclysion of peace Prussia, on the joint invi- 
tation of France and Austria, had declared her readiness 
to take part in a Congress, to deliberate on the proper 
means for the pacification of Italy and the durable con- 
solidation of her internal affairs. The Royal Speech 
then recalls the manifestation ot the desire for a reform 
of the Federal Constitution, and says Prussia will always 
consider herself the natural representative of the efforts 
taken for increasing the strength of the ‘nation, and 


efficaciously promoting German interests in general. 


The Prussian Government wishes that the action of 


the Federal Diet should, in its relation with the consti- 


tution of the separate States, be confined within the |. 


strictest limits of competent intervention. Prussia, 


therefore, thinks it her duty, in reference to the 


constitution of Electoral Hesse, to recommend the 
re-establishment of the Constitution of 1831, after re- 
moving all the articles which may be contfary to the 
Federal Act as being in accordance with that principle. 
The Prince Regent further said that, united with his 
German confederates, he is constantly endeavouring to 
obtain for the German provinces of Denmark a legi-

‘The action, which was fully 
reported when the ease was at hearing, was brought by the 
defendants in efror, to recover damages for the speaking 
of certain slanderous words in reference to the female defen- 
dant in error ; the plaintiff alleging that in consequence of 
the slanderous statements of the defendant (Lynch), he was 
led to believe that his wife had been guilty of im- 
proper conduct before her marrisge, and the spe- 
cial damage: alleged was the to of the 
plaintiff and his wife for a long period. They obtained a 
verdict in the court below, but the defendant took a demurrer 
to the whole cause of action, en the ground that the special 
damage was too remote, and that the wife had not sustained 
any damage of which the law could take cognisance. The 
Court of Queen’s Bench overruled the demurrer, and from 
this decision the plaintiff in error now appealed. 

Barons Hughes and Fitzgerald were of opinion that the 
ruling of the Quueen’s Bench should be reversed. 

The Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, Chief Baron,.Justices 
Ball and Christian, were of opinion it should be affirmed. 

The majority of the court being of the latter opinion, the 


judgment of the Court of Queen’s Bench was accordingly

— Foreign Intelligence. 
FRANCE. 

(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE.) 

- Panis, TUESDAY Evening. —The only chance that 
the pigtailed, or codini, faction in Italy looked forward 
to was an outbreak of “ revolutionary” violence render- 
ing French bayonets not merely necessary, but justi- 
fiable. The calm energy of the population had damped 
these unworthy hopes, but the “ Pamphlet” has put an 
extinguisher on them. Hence the semi-frantic article 
in the Ciornaledi Roma. “ Paternal anguish,” “ bowels 
of tenderness,’ “deluded and ungrateful children,” all 
the vocabulary that King Lear has much more pathe- 
tically exhausted, have given place to violent abuse and 
impotent anger. The Court of Antonelli look at Bologna, 
strongly garrisoned and already fortified, reposing in 

uiet yet grim defiance. 

‘Tritonida prospicit arcem , 

Vixque tenet lachrymas quia nil tachrymabile cernit. 

L’ Union prints to-day a letter from a Count de Shu- 
lenberg, who urges the exploded argument in favour of 
temporal power, that in Sweden, Russia, and England 
the Crown is head of Church as well as State. The 
Count might have gone for an exemplification of his 
theory back to the first Christian Emperor Constantine, 
who not only convoked the first general council of 
C iristendom, but actually presided over its deliberations, 
and asserted in his own person the supremacy of the 
liy element for whose benefit church ministers exist. 
But to make even the temporal concerns of mankind 
subordinate to clerical interests had not yet obtained a 
footing in the common sense of the world. 

The Constitutionnel, evidently under Government 
suggestion, calls to mind that there is a law in France 
against unautiprised associations. Hitherto the law 
had winked at the existence and free action of confra- 
iernities such as that St. Vincent de Paul, on the praise- 
worthy labours of which it passes a deserved en- 
comium ; it now intimates that the extensive machi- 
nery of these organised bodies has becn more than sus- 
pected of becoming a mere agency for political and Ul- 
tramontane intrigues, and it warns all concerned that 
the eye of authority is on the movements of the brother- 
hood. “ Young men’s societies’’ figure elsewhere in an 
uypmistakeable character. 

We have to-day a letter from Comte de Marcellus, a 
candidate for the Academie Francaise, in succession to 
Alexandrie de Tocqueville. He resigns his claim in 
favour of Lacordaire, whose chance is very good. 
(Juizot, Villemain, and Thiers have coalesced with De 
Falloux, Dupanloup, and Montalembert, all combined 
to spite Government, though Lacordaire is far from 
being an out-and-out opponent of Imperial policy. The 
only claim of Marcellus was that he had some hand in 
procuring for France the Venus de Milo, when Am- 
bassador to Turkey. 

The oldest French bishop, de Prilly, of Chalons, 
hae died; he had led a squadron of Dragoons at Aus- 
terlitz. 

ihe immense developement of the Rifle Volunteer 
organisation in Great Britain has altogether extin- 
guished any talk of an invasion, even in the military 
circles, here. The game is up. But it is my duty to 
report what has obtained considerable currency in quar- 
ters hostile to England,and which it is ofthe utmost con- 
sequenve should reach the/eays of responsible folks in 
office. The newest plan of/aggression points to the re- 
conquest of Canada by Fr French journals pub- | 
lished at. Montreal make no secret of the aspirations in 
the Gallic bosom of the habitans in Lower Canada. A 
clerical paper, called L’ Ordre, goes so far as to question 
whether neutrality is to be the Canadian watchword 
on the arrival of the French foice. Aid from 
Yankeedom in this blow at England is counted 
on, and the beginuing of the row isto be the casue 
belli I have more than once insisted on, the codbank 
quarrel. Newfoundland, by the strange neglect 
at head-quarters, has been allowed to become the pro- 
perty of a disaffected faction, fand is now ripe for the 
transfer of its allegiance. The. rupture, once success- 
ful in this quarter, will naturally extend, and French 
eympathisers in Canada count on this opportunity. 
‘The restoration of this great colony to France would 
place Napoleon on a pedestal of immortality here. Mean- 
time the stepping stone to Imperial aggrandisement is 
made ready. Every influential and lucrative post at 
Newfoundland, Speakership of the House of Assembly, 
Attorney-General, Judges, Financial Secretary, even the 
postal communications, are controlled by anti-British 
influences, and an octogenarian Governor is com- 
pletely in the hands of the party. The Naval and Mi- 
litary Gazette of last Saturday appears wide awake 
to what is brewing, and I refer to its article with full 
corroboration from Paris. 


‘RUMOURS OF THE DAY A 

Many are the rumours flying about to-day with re- 
ference to Italian affairs. I notice them, without giv- 
ing any opinion as to the degree of credence to which 
all, or any, are entitled. For instance, it is stated for 
the third or fourth time thattke Vapal Nuncio, M. Sac- 
coni, intends leaving Paris iif a few days—not, however, 
as breaking off diplomatic relations with this Govern- 
ment, but simply en conge. Again, that the Duke of 
Grammont (this also for the second or third time) leave 
Rome about the same time, not precisely en leave of 
absence, but to fill the place left vacant at Constanti- 
noble by M. Thonvenel. A third report is to the effect 
that Marshal Canrobert goes to Italy to assume the come 
mand of the French troops there, comprising those of 
Rome, and, moreover, with a diplomatic. mission not 
avowed. Moreover, a private letter from Genoa this 
morning speaks of the probability of hostilities in Italy 
before long. Itis believed, the writer says, that the 
Papa! troops, reinforced as they have been by Austrian 
officers and soldiers, will enter the Legations; and that 
in case Victor Emmanuel sends a force to the aid of the 
Roman insurgents serious complications may be expec- 
ted. 

Private letters from Rome state that the general feel- 
ing entertained in political circles is, that the proposed 
Congress will not assemble. The Cardinals frequently 
mect in council, but the strictest secresy is vubserved on 
the subject of their deliberations. It is said that the 
Pope has addressed‘ another letter to all the Catholic 
Powers invited to attend the Congress, with the excep- 
tion of Sardinia. It is further asserted at Rome thatthe 
King of Naples is considerably increasing his army. An 
extraordinary levy of troops has been decreed, and the 
organisation of four new regiments of riflemen has been 
&unmanded.— 7”:aes. 


AUSTRIA. 

A pr’e-ate letter from Pesth, of the 6th January, states 
as follows :- . 

“The Austriey functionaries are coutinuing, in all 
parts of the country, to seize and ‘ sell up’ the furniture, 
grain, and live stock ofthe poor people who are unable 
to meet their demands for the payment of the scanda- 
lously exorbitant taxes which the Viennese Government 
is not ashamed to impose. But the oppressive charac- 
ter of these proceedings, and the mingled insolence and 
c cruelty with which the Austrians carry them out, are 
exciting a spirit of indignation among all classes which 
threatens, sooner or later, to find vent in a formidable 
explosion. .Two circumstances of recent oecurrence 
will, I think, show that the endurance of the Hungarians 
must be well nigh exhausted. A few days ago at Pelraz. 
in the county of Szathmar, a peasant, named Kosa, had 
his horse seized for non-payment of taxes, and the ani- 
mal was sold for 3 florins (about js.) By the loss of his 
horse the poor fellow was entirely ruined, and I am as | 
sured that it wasa heartrending spectacle to see the 
bitter anguish of his wife and children asthe animal 
was knocked down for such a miserable sum. ‘The man 
himself, on seeing that the horse was about to be led 
away, pulled out a pistol, and shot it dead, ‘The 
skin alone is worth more than your three florins,’ said 
he,‘ and-I will not allow myself to be robbed of more 
than I can help by the agents of the infamous 
Hapsburgs.’ The second case is more serious. A Wal- 
lachian woman, of the county of Zaraind, not having 
paid her taxes, the Austrian functionaries seized a chain, 
made, as is not unusual in this country, of gold coins 
strung together; and they put it up to auction, and (of 
course) knocked it down to one of themselves for about 
one-tenth of its value.

The following is the speech made by the Pope to 
General Guyon. It was spoken on New Year’s-day 
in reply to a complimentary address delivered to him 
by General Guyon on behalf of himself and the French 
officers in Kome. The Pope said, speaking in 
French :— 

“During recent years it was a matter of consolation, 
but now it is doubly a matter of consolation to me, to 
see the French army participate in the exceptional 
position of the States of the Church. The assurances 
of devotion and love from this army is also a source of 
I pray God to bless the 
army, the portion of the army now here, and all the 
French army, and earnestly do I pray God to bless the 
generous French nation. i prostrate myself before the 
God of mercy, and pray him to endow with grace and 
light the chief of the nation, that he will strengthen 
him to condemn those perverse principles which cannot 
be in harmony with the Church, but are a monument of 
hopocrisy and ignoble contradictions. I hope—nay, I 
am wrong, I am persuaded—that the Emperor will re- 
ceive light from Heaven to condemn their principles. I 
may add that I have documents of former date which he 
has sent to me, and in my possession, which are in con- 
tradiction to those principles. With that assurance I 
rest satisfied, and on that condition I bless him, I bless 
his august Consort, the Imperial Prince, and the whole 


nation.” — 

ITALY. 

The Prussian Weekly Gazette, which represents the 
Ministerial party, gives its opinion on the Italian ques- 
tion,and there is every reason to believe that it very nearly 
coincides with the ideas entertained by the Government 
itself. This journal considers the restoration of the 
dethroned Princes as the best possible solution,but frankly 
admits its impossibility, and declares in favour of annexa- 
tion to Sardinia, a measure which would notin any way 
be dangerous either to France or Austria. The Gazette, 
however,fears that annexation would fail before the ideas. 
already decided on, of certain Cabinets in favour of a 
new kingdom of Etruria,a solution which that journal 
declares to be worst of all, because the new kingdom 
would be necessarily dependent on France. 


Tut Frexcn Corrs Lecistatrr.—The Siécle states 
that a proposition will be submitted to the Corps Le- 
gislagif for a general rise in the salaries of public func- 
tioneries; the very great increase in the cost of house 
rent, and provisions of all kinds, having rendered a 
change a matter of necessity. 

JONATHAN AND Pio Noxo.—A recent letter from 
Rome throws a new light upon the intimate relations 
which subsist between America and the Vatican. It 
appears that the Transatlantic youths, whe come to 
pursue their studies at Rome, cannot safely be allowed 
to mingle freely with the students from France, Spain, 
Portugal, and other countries devoted to the old faith. 
The democratic ideas of the former class of pupils must 
have been found rather disturbive, of late years, in the 
College of the Propaganda. Hence the necessity for a 
separate college at Rome, in which they can be trained 
with a special view to the great work which Ultra- 
montanism has destined for itself in the Western Re- 
public. Theannouncement to which we refer is very 
significant :—' The new ecclesiastical College for North 
Americans was opened at Rome on the 7th of December. 
It is a magnificent building, capable of lodging more 
than one hundred pupils. Cardinal Bembo, in the 
capacity of prefectof the Propaganda, inaugurated it 
with a speech, in which he gave a description of the 
moral and religious state. of North America. He 
pointed out the advantages the United States would 
derive {rom the new college founded in the Eternal City, 
by the munificence of the Sovereign Pontiff. Mr. 
Stockton, the American Minister to the Holy See, was 
present at the ceremony Of the inauguration. 

The Milan Gazette states that a vast association of 
brigands has been formed in the neighbourhood of Milan; 
that robberies to a considerable extent have already 
been committed near that capital ; and that the bodies 
of several persons, evidently murdered, have been found 
in the fields, The authorities have taken measures to 
put an end to this state of things. 

The Perseveranza ot Milan contains a tribute to the 
memory of Macaulay, whose prose works are very popu- 
lar in Italy. Of his history there is a masterly trans- 
lation, as yet unfinished, by P. Emiliani-Giudici (Flo- 
rence, Le Monnier), and another by Cesari Rovigo, pub- 
lished at Turin. 

Tar Austrian ExcueQuer.—The Vienna Gazette 
publishes the following note :—“ The Augsburg Gazette 
lately announced that a certain numberof members of 
the high nobility who filled public functions had re- 
solved to give up their salaries in order to lighten the 
charges of the State, and to enable retiring pensions te 
be given to deserving old officials. What is false in 
this statement does not require to be refuted. Not only 
those gentlemen, but every Austrian whose fortune 
would allow it, would willingly make that sacrifice and 
many others, but no one would think of prejudging the 
will of his Imperial master by pointing out the purpose 
to which the saving should be devoted.” 

Tue Prussian Anwy.—A Berlin letter in the Ga- 
zette of Southern Germany states that the bases of the re- 
organisation of the Prussian army have been decided on 
by the Ministry. The Infantry of the Line on the peace 
footing will be increased by 40,000 men, and will be 
125,000 strong. ‘The cavalry will be increased from 
19,000 to 24,900, and the artillery from 14,000 to 15,000. 
The total strength of the Line will be 170,000 men. 
This will entail an annual expense of 24 millions of 
francs. 

An instance of the danger attending certain presents 
frequently offered to children has just occured at Lyons. 
The concierge of the Grand Theatre there had presented 
his son, a boy of about ten years of age, with a box of 
paints asa new Year’s gift. Greatly delighted with his 
acquisition, the little fellow passed the whole evening in 
colouring a large portrait of Garibaldi. Most probably 
he wetted his pencil or paints with his tongue, for in 
the middle of the night he was attacked with a vivlcnt 
cholic, and died in a few hours, from poison.

Mr. Place again referred to the finctuation in the 
quality of milk usually supplied,and contended that some 
means should be adopted to prevent this state of things. 
df Dr. Wall thought that tea would be much better 
for the children, under the circumstances. 

Mr. Place said, he never heard that tea was given 
to young children in preference to milk. In fact, he 
thought that milk was absolutely necessary for them. 

Dr. Wall said, that in France, it was not usual to 
give milk to young children. 

The Chairman suggested that it would be better to 
supply the children with arrowroot. 

Alderman Dowling thought the matter should be 
referred to the medical officers ; arrowroot was a very 
good thing, but it was questionable whether it ought 
to be used constantly. ' 

The Chairman observed that in future, when they 
entered into contracts for milk, they should make 
a provision that an analysis of it should be made at 
the contractor’s expense. 

Dr. Maine and Dr. Shannon, the medical officers, 
were then called in, and requested to give their opinion 
on the subject. 

Dr. Matne said that he had heard some complaints of 
the quality of the milk lately. As for the lactometer, 
he did not pay any attention to it, for it was not a re- 
liable tester. In his opinion, the proper way to test the 
milk was to taste it. As regarded the getting of a sub- 
stitute for milk for children, he did not think it pos- 
= There was no other diet so suitable for them as 
that. 

Dr. Wall again observed that in France it was 
usual to give tea, and not milk, to young children. 

Alderman Dowling thought that coffee was much more 
used in France than tea, and that if milk was not 
generally given to children there, it was probable that 
coffee was given to them instead. 

Dr. Maine said that milk was nature’s own food, and 
that was all he had to say upon the subject. He would 
not bea party to recommending any substitute for 
milk. 

The Chairman said the case was a Very serious one, 
and that it was clear that the supply of milk could not 
be depended on, no matter what price was given for it. 

Mr. Otway, P.L.I., said it was not the intention of 
any guardian to propose a permanent substitute for 
milk. 

Dr. Maine observed that an analysis by Dr. Arjohn 
had been made some time ago, and with the greatest 
care, but nothing practical resulted from it after all. 

The Chairman—However careful an analysis may be, 
it will only refer to the particular article which had been 
analysed. 

Dr. Maine stated that it would probably be best 
to have the question referred officially to the medi- 
cal officers, with directions to have a written reply 
thereto sent in. 

The Board approved of the suggestion. 

The Chairman remarked that about 100 years ago, 
and when that house was a Foundling Hospital, it was 
the custom to have the contractors’ cows sent into the 
yard and milked there. He believed that such a pre- 
caution was necessary to obtain pure milk. The ques- 
tion was then dropped. 

The following resolution, proposed by Dr. Owens 
and seconded by Mr. Place, was then passed unani- 
mously ;—

The Right Hon. the Recorder resumed the trial of 
prisonors yesterday morning, at ten o’clock precisely, which 
was the hour specially appointed for the trial of the following 
interesting case :— 

A common jury baving been sworn, Miss Alicia Ann 
Freyne was indicted for having, on the 5th December last, 
felonieusly taken and kept in her possession one pair of 
silk stockings and a piece of velvet ribbon, the property of 
Jonathan I’m and others, of South Great George’s-street. 

Miss Freyne was accompanied by several ladies and gen- 
tlemen her friends, who took their seats with her at the bar. 

Mr. Sidney appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. Arm- 
strong, Q.C., with Mr. John Addy Curran for the defence. 

The traverser pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Sidney stated the case for the prosecution,and said that 
the Messrs. Pim, in instituting the present prosecution, were 
not influenced by,any vindictive motives against the accused 
lady. If, after on the evidence about to be adduced, 
the jury could reconcile her acts with innocence, he had no 
hesitation in saying that:they would not be dissatisfied with 
their verdict. Mr. Sidney then proceeded to state the nature 
of the evidence on. which the prosecution was based, which 
will be found more particularly detailed below. 

John Shine, being sworn and examined, deposed that the 
was in the employment of Messrs. Pim, in the capacity of a 
superintendent ; reeollected the 5th December ; between 
three and four o’clock on that day saw the traverser in Messrs. 
Pim’s shop ; when he observed her first she was at the end of

door, when she appeared to change her mind, and then asked

Edwards,in 80, said me that pair of stockings cut 
of your muff ; said at first that she had none, but im- 
mediately after she handed them 

Cross-examined by Mr. , Q.G—I saw the stock-

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not. Hehad no means to form an opinion as to whether it 
was their property or not, exeept that there were some trade 
marks upon it, which, for aught be knew, might have been 

on it in the police-office, or elsewhere. There was, in 
a total failure of evidence in this respect, for the jury 
had no grounds to come to theconclusion that the ribbon had 
been taken away with a felonious intent. As tothe stockings, 
he (counsel) admitted that, under the circumstances, the 
Messrs. Pim bad reasonable grounds to suspect the lady, and 
he did not think that they betrayed rashness or intemperance 
in the proceedings ; but t could not possibly suppose this 
lady guilty of committing the offence, when they heard the 

at would be given as regards her past life. It was 

morally impossible that this lady would have put the stockings 
in her muff, and moved away with the consciousness of having 
them, and with the intention of committing a fraud. A most 
materia! part of the evidence had been elicited by the learned 
judge, and which the traverser, herself in her agitation and con- 
fusion, forgot to communicate to her own counsel or attorney; | 
for since theaccusation had been mate she had been completely | 
struck down, and rendered almost incapable of making her 
defence. ‘That evidence was the admission that the traverser 
stated, when she handed back the stockings,that she was 
not aware she had them, and that she must have taken them 
up by mistake. ‘The learned gentleman then continued to 
urge the improbability of the stockings having been inten- 
tionally taken, considering the age, the character, the rank, 
and the respectable connections of the accused. Besides, there 
was no inducement why she should take them, being in in- 
dependent circumstances, and having an establishment of 
her own. Counsel then referred to the fact that this lady, 
as could be proved, was subject to violent head- 
aches and nervous fits, and that she had been 
threatened with the incipient stages of obliviousness of me- 
mory and want of capacity on many occasions to know what 
she wasabout. The disease, however, did not amount to 
actual aberration, though it did to hvsteria, which rendered 
her for the time an almost unaccountable person. He was 
convinced that when they heard the evidence. they would 
have no hesitation in eoming to the conclusion that the lady 
was innocently led into a mistake. 

Witnesses for the defence were then examined. 

The first person called was 

Sir Thomas Fetherston, Bart., who, being examined by 
Mr. Curran, deposed as follows ;—I know Miss Freyne for the 
last ten years; I know her to have been of an honourable 
character during all that time; 1 have always had the 
highest respect for ber, and believe that all who knew her 
were of the same opinion ; she was straightforward, honour- 
able, charitable, and benevolent. 

Sir James Power, Bart., being examined, stated that he 
knew Miss Freyne for 25 years; knew her i: the county of 
Wexford as well ae in Dublin; never heard anything 
against her character, which he considered very high in 
point of honesty and integrity. 

Mr. Moore of Kilbride and Hume-street, deposed that he 
knew the lady for thirty years; he met her trequently in 
society, and had the highest respect for her. 

Mr. Archibald M*Comas, being examined, stated that he 
knew Miss Freyne for four years, and that he believed her 
to be a lady of great integrity and benevolence. 

Dr. Pearson deposed that he knew her for eleven years, 
and that he always considered her character to be excellent, 

Mr. Hugh Brown, Grafton-street, stated that he knew the 
lady for five or six years, during which time she bore the 
best character. 

Messrs. J. H. Askins and Wm. Betts, superintendents of 
the Richmond Institution, gave similar testimony. 

Mrs. Sarah Munroe, wife of General Munroe, and sister of 
the accused, deposed that the latter was subject to severe 
head aches for a considerable time past, and was ofa nervous 
temperament; witness bad observed a failure in the memory 
of her sister, who was now 58 or 59 years of age. 

Charles Davis, M.D., Harcourt-street, deposed that he had 
been attending Miss Freyne for the last 10 years; she was 
suffering from excruciating head aches, and lateiy from 

out in her shoulders and head, which disease generally 
impaired the memory, and sometimes rendered those suffer- 
iag-from it incapable of knowing what they did. 

The evidence for the defence here closed. 

His Lordship then charged the jury, and in doing so he 
said that the case was one of painful interest. If the accused 
lady should be found guilty it would reflect more or less 
disgrace upon every person in her class of life ; while, on the 
other hand, if she should be acquitted, she would still be un- 
fortunate in having been placed by circumstances in her 
present position. He quite agreed with Mr. Armstrong, 
that it was the duty of Messrs. Pim to have brought the case 


forward ; while he also approved of the excellent 
statement which had been made by Mr. Sidney, 
their counsel ; and he would add, that there 
was no obse vation of his in which he more {fully con- 
curred than that, notwithstanding all the painful and dis- 
tressing circu nstances of the case, there was in this country 


but one law tor the rich and the poor, for the hich and the 
low, and that law the jury must now proceed to apply. He 
could not agree with Mr. Armstrong that they should dis- 
miss the piece of ribbon altegether from their consideration. 
On the contrary, he thought they must presume that it be- 
longed to the Messrs. Pim. ‘The statement which Miss 
Freyne made at the time, as deposed to by Mr. Edwards, 
that her possession of the stockinys was all a mistake, was 
certainly such an explanation as an innocent person, who 
might bave inadvertently become possessed of them, might 
give. Hewas quite aware that accidents of the kind which 
had been alluded to, arising from inadvtrtence, had often oe- 
curred. Such an accident once occurred to a lady of his own 
family, who had been shopping during the day, and had 
bought a ring. On her return in the evening, she found a 
scond ring, which had either stuck to her muff or adhered to 
her gloves. His lordship, having reviewed the evidence, 
stated that, if the transaction of the stockings stood alone, 
it might, perhaps, be explained as a mistake, but he could 
not disregard the matter pf the ribbon. If either charge 
stood Ly itself, it might be deemed accidental, but that did 
not appear to be likely when the two facts were coupled to- 
yether. His lordship concluded by directing the jury to give 
to the traverser the benefit of arly doubt they might enter- 
tain as to the case. , 

Tue jury retired about half-past one o'clock, At two 
o'clock they came into court, when the Foreman stated that 
there was a difference of opinion among them, and that they 
did not think there was anv possibility of an agreement. 

His L ordship said he would be obliged to keep them in for 
some time longer, and that they could not be discharged by 
consent, 

Mr. Sidney observed that, in accordance with the instrue- 
tions given by his clients, he felt quite at liberty to consent to 
the discoarge of the jury. 

Mr, Curran remarked that the practice in regard to juries 
in criminal cases was not now such as it used to be. 

His Lordship—lI know that they are not liable to be taken 
in a kish to the end of the county, if they don’t agree. (Laugh- 
ter, 

ne Foreman—I am convinced, my lord, that there is no 
possibility of our agreeing. 

His Lordship replied, that he did not feel it his duty to 
discharge the jury yet. ‘The foreman then retired. 

At five o'clock they were called out again, but stated that 
they could not agree. 

His Lordship informed them that he could not discharge 
them, and that he feared, however reluctant he might be, 
that he would be compelled to lock them up for the night. 
‘The jury, on. hearing this unpleasant announcement, reques- 
ted a little further time for deliberation, which accordingly 
was granted, and at ten minutes to six o'clock they came 
into court again, and stated that they had agreed to a ver- 
dict of Acquittal, and on the ground that the traverser was 
not in a sound state of mind when she committed the offence. 

His Lordship said, he approved of the verdict, and ordered 
the traverser to be discharged 

The court was crowded during the day, and much interest 
was taken in the proceedings. 

Rossery.—Michael Hoare, a carman, and Thomasina, his 
wife, were indicted, the former for having stolen £70 anda 
draft, from Thomas Weir, on the 6th December ; and the lat- 
ter for receiving a portion thereof, knowing it to be stolen.

POLICY OF THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT ON 
THE ITALIAN AFFAIR. 


The Post doubts whether the new plan developed in 
the Emperor’s letter to the Pope is likely to lead to a 
satisfactory solution. No English Minister, of any party 
whatever, would venture to guarantee the continuance 
ofthat Papal tyranny over the Roman Marshes which 
he would never dream of re-imposing on the Roman 
Legations. The official language of our Foreign Office in 
this matter has been,from the first,clear and precise—Italy 
for the Italians, and still more, Italy, as far as cireumstan- 
ces will allow, organised for the Italians. In case of this 
principle being endangered,the Post says the action of Eng- 
land would be employed to secure the recognition 
of the principle that no member belonging to the fami- 
lies of the five Great Powers should be allowed to 
mount the throne of the newly-created State. It may 
also be as well to bearin mind the declaration made by 
Lord John Russell, at the first discussion of the Italian 
question, last year, that there was one thing which 
England could never do that—under no circumstances 
could she undertake to defend the integrity of the 
Papal power. ‘The Post believes the Gov ernment has 
conveyed to Foreign Courts the frank expression of its 
opinion, that the annexation of Central Italy with Sar- 
dinia would be the readiest and happiest settlement of 
the present comp lication.

It is this very facility which renders an Income- 
tax a positive inducement to extravagant expendi- 
ture. Ifa Minister knew that he should have to 
study the whole statistics of this Empire, its com- 
merce and its manufactures---if he had to labour 
through innumerable calculations, and pass nights of 
weary thought in divising a source of revenue, he 
would not be so ready to rush into war, or to spend 
without occasion. Now there is absolutely no check. 
The revenue of the country, gigantic as it is, is all 
spent, and there may be, suppose, a deficiency. That 
entails no additional expenditure of brain upon our 
inventive Minister---it is only twopence additio nal 
upon the pound! 

Severe as the Income-tax is in general, it is still 
more severe in the iniquity of its application. We 
have shown how it eats up the capital that is the 
very life of the professional man, and of every person 
whose carnings depend upon his health. An Income- 
tax of 8d. in the pound is equal to the confiscation 
of 13 per cent. of property. It presses hardest on those 
whose means are smallest, without pity or mitigation. 
It is unfair that I, whose income dies at once with 
myself, should be taxed at the same rate as you are, 
whose broad fields will remain intact for a hundred 
generations. —. 

A tax, like a law, when unjust in itself, always de- 
feats itself. Men do think, and will think, that they 
have fair grounds for resisting or evading what in 
itself is unfair, and the small amount levied by the 
most grinding oppression proves this. We proposed 
what we" believed to be equitable---that no person 
with three children, whose income was less than £300 
a year, should be charged the tax. Such a person 
already contributes his fair quota to the State by the 
larger use of duty-charged articles which a family 
entails; while, besides, he adds to the income of others, 
as physicians; teachers, &c:, and thereby increases 
their taxable property and the revenue of the State.

The Times on the relations between Louis Na- 
poleon and the Pope : 


Whatever slackness there may be in the distribu- 
tion of efrennes upon the Boulevards, there is none 
in the Tuiieries. While Napoleon lives and reigns 
let no one despair of receiving a startling New 
Year's gift. What he offered to England we cannot, 
of course, quite accurately guess. What Austria 
has got, or Spain has received, we do not affect to 
know. Whether Russia has received a promise, 
or Sardinia has had a reminder of some old conili- 
tion, we do not even ask. But the dutiful offering of 


‘the Christian world. It would even have helped to sus- 
tain for some unmeasured period that priestly figment 
which many had come to look upon as mere faded tapes- 
try and mouldering upholstery—old banners over a tomb, 
in which all the thews and sinews of a strong man are 
passing into dust. It was, however, we are sorry to say, 
not received in time to allay an irritation which had by 
some strange accident contrived to fix itself in an infalli- 
ble bosom. Pius IX. also had to distribute his New 
Year's gifts. Hehad sent his Pontifical benediction 
to the Emperor, the Empress, the Imperial Prince, 
and to all France; but this benediction is, like 
the talisman, of conditional virtue. It is only to ope- 
rate in the event that God will give the Emperor 
grace to condemn “ that monument of insidious hypo- 
crisy and contemptible tissue of contradictions” which 
are contained in an anonymous pamphiet, which the 
Father of Latin Christendom stoops thns specifically to 
vituperate. Unfortunately, these two New Year's 
gifts crossed each other on the way. Unfortunately, 
also, the talisman sent by Napoleon 11L. itself prevented 
the accomplishment of the condition upon which alone 
the benediction was to take effect. So there is scandal 
in Latin Christendom, and the I:mperor and the Em- 
press and the Imperial Prince, and all France remain 
unblessed. e 

At last, then, we have these two Great Powers— 
emblems of force and civilisation, and of superstition 
and blind obstinacy— face to face as antagonists. Itis no 
longer the anonymous writerof* /.e Pape et le Congres” 
and the anonymous writer in the Giornale di Roma; it is 
the Pope himself speaking from the Vatican, and Na- 
poleon himself writing from the Tuileries. In this. 
Pontifical allocution and this Imperial missive the Em 
peror improves upon the pamphleteer, but the Pope 
descends below the journalist. ‘The Lroperor states 
with grave and measured regret the unhappiness which 
afflicts him when he contemplates the present position 
of the temporal dominions of the Father of the Church. 
But, alas! “facts have an inexorable sequence.” 
[It was the resistance of that unwise fricnd, Austria, 
which first stirred up the national Italian feeling. 
Despite the French garrison and Rome, and an 
Emperor devoted to the Holy See at the head 
of the French nation, that national movement could 
not be prevented from spreading to the Romagna. But 
that devoted Emperor, at the critical moment, stepped 
in with advice. Ifthe Pope would appoint a lay go- 
vernor and a separate administration of the revolted 
provinces—the Emperor also has his conditions—these 
provinces would have returned under the Papal autho- 


been privileged to look upon the glories and the 
virtues of the Popes themselves. [le did what he could. 
He stopped the war with Austria, in a great measure 
because it was extending that national Italian movement 
teo fiercely in the neighbourhood of the Holy Chair ; he 
obtained the dismissal of Garibaldi, to prevent him from 
invading the Marches of Ancona; but he could do no 
more. All he can now do is to repeat thecounsel which 
was before despised; but this time the counsel has kept 
pace with the inexorable sequence of events. It is 
short, it is simple, it is decisiwe—“ Make a sacrifice of 
these revolted provinces.” Upon this condition the 
Powers of Europe will guarantee the peaceful possession 
of “the States of the Church.” 

Men will have different opinions as to the accuracy 
and candour of the Emperor’s retrospect, but all sensi- 
ble men, of whatever religion, ought to have but one 
opinion as to the wisdom of his advice. Even if some 
persons capable of thinking on these matters without 
abdicating their powers of reason, should still hold that it 
is honourable and prudent for a Christian Bishop to 
stir up war among the nations in order to retain the 
power of tyrannising over a reluctant province, yet even 
they must admit that at last, now that the Emperor has 
spoken, he has spoken plainly, In this declaration of 
policy there is at least. no insidious hypocrisy and no 
contemptible tissue of contradictions. The allocution 
of the Pope coatrasts unhappily with this Imperial 
letter. There is a want of dignity about it which 
makes us uncomfortable as we read. The highest 
ecclesiastic in the world, the most reverend man 
in Christendom, has to answer an address from the 
general and soldiers who have been placed by a foreign 
sovereign to guard his person and sustain his power. 
He believes that this sovereign has-written a pamphlet 
which displeases him, and because he believes this, and 
because he knows that the general and soldiers before 
him believe this, he takes the opportunity of denouncing 
this pamphlet as insidious, hypocritical, ignoble, and 
contradictory. To criticise an anonymous pamphlet 
from the chair of St. Peter is not of itself a very digni- 
fied proceeding, but to abuse it without answering it, and 
to use vituperation as a device for covertly abusing the 
sovereign who is protecting him, and who is the master 
of the men who are come to compliment him, savours 
so little of princely dignity and so much of feeble malig- 
nity that no imbecility can excuse it, and no weakness 
can reasonably account for it. Where was Antonelli ? 
Had this poor old man no friends near him to save him 
from so sad an exhibition? —

Nobody proposes to lay more taxes on the 
occupiers for an annual revenue now thatit is the turn 
of commerce and accumulated capital to pay taxes ; but 
it appears to be more and more plainly seen that the 
ability of capitalists and traders to pay taxes is derived 
from the land, and dependent on its cultivators. 
We see, therefore (and on our own part with much satis- 
faction), that after all the discussions on different me- 
thods of taxation, and the universal agreement that the 


cultivator cannot be taxed further, the argument 
is coming round again to the starting point— 
of the best principle of management of the 


staple property of the State—the land. A property 
which now yields (‘n round numbers) twenty millionsa 
year to the Government, and which is known to be yet 
at a very low stage of development, may well be con- 
sidered, not only the most important element in the 
whole question, but a guarantee against all insolvency 
and even embarrassment, if we are but wise enough to 
handle it prudently. 

Our conviction as to the right principle has been so 
often expresse1 that we need say no more than that, as 
land is the property which invariably becomes more 
valuable with the development of civilisation, a wise 
State will not alienate its lands, but provide for their 
reverting to it at longer or shorter intervals. Under such 
a provision, the burden of taxation must be less than 
under any other method ; and the reason why the fore- 
most Siates in the world do not provide in this way for 
the expense of being governed is that they parted with 
this source of national income long ago to individuals 
As India still affords us opportunity to provide a per- 
manent revenue in this way, we have earnestly and 
repeatedly protested against the suicidal course of sell 
ing off the State lands whenever purchasers could be 
found, in order to meet an immediate pressure. Many 
who see the folly of a permanent seitlement which is 
a forfeiture of the whole increase in the value of land, 
lor ever, are yet advocates for selling off what remains 
in hand, tmpted to incur the same forfeiture by the

The Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, the Chief Baron, 
Mr. Justice Ball, Mr. Justice Christian, Baron Fitzgerald, 
and Baron Hughes, sat in this court, for the purpose of giving 
judgment in the following cases :— 

fi Denham w. Trench, 
_ This case came before the court upon an appeal frem a 
judgment of the Court of Queen’s Bench. The action was 
brought to recover damages alleged to have been sustained 
by the plaintiff, by the turning of certaia premises, of which 
the defendant was the representative of the lessee, for the 
purpose of carrying away limestone. The question waa, 
whether he had a right under his lease to do so. The case 
Was tried in the Queen’s Bench, where the plaintiff obtained 
a verdict, which was subsequently set aside (from which de- 
cision the appeal was brought). 
All the members ofthe court, with the exception ot Baron 
Fitzgerald, were unanimous in holding thac the decision of 
the Queen's Bench should be reversed. 

id Lynch v. Knight and wife. 
_ This case came before the court upon an appeal from a de- 
cision of the Court of Queen's Bench, overruling a demurrer 
put in by the defendant below. The aciion, which was fully 
reported when the case was at hearing, was brought by the 
defendants in error, to recover damages for the speaking 
of certain slanderous words iu reference to the female defen- 
dant in error ; the plaintiff alleging that in consequence of 
the slanderous statements of the defendant (Lynch), he was 
led to believe that his wife bad been guilty of im- 
proper conduct before her marriage, and the  spe- 
cial damage alleged was the separation of the 
plaintiff and his wife for a long period. They obtained a 
verdict in the court below, but the defendant took a demurrer 
to the whole cause of action, on tie ground that the special 
damage was too remote; and that the wife had not sustained 
any damage of which the law could take cognisance. The 
Court of Queen’s Bench overruled the demurrer, and from 
this decision the plaintiff in error now appealed. 
Barons Hughes and Fitzgerald were of opinion that the 
ruling of the Queen’s Bench should be reversed. 
[he Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, Chief Baron,Justices 
Ball and Christian, were of opinion it should be aflirmed. 
The majority of the court being oí the latter opinion, the 


judgment of the Court of Queen’s Bench was accordingly 


affirmed,

The immense developement of the Rifle Volunteer 
organisation in Great Britain has altogether extin- 
guished any talk ofan invasion, even in the military 
circles, here.

Aid from 
Yankeedom in this blow at England is counted 
on, and the beginning of the row isto be the casue 
belli 1 have more than once insisted on, the codbank 
quarrel. Newfoundland, by the strange neglect 
ut head-quarters, has been allowed to,become the pro- 
perty of a disaffected faction, {and is now ripe for the 
transfer of its allegiance. The rupture, once success- 
ful in this quarter, will naturally extend, and French 
sympathisers in Canada count on this opportunity. 
‘The restoration of this great colony to France would 
place Napoleon on a pedestal of immortality here. Mean- 
time the stepping stone to Imperial aggrandisement is 
made realy. Every influential and lucrative post at 
Newfoundland, Speakership of the House of Assembly, 
Atcorney-Gencral, Judges, Financial Secretary, even the 
postal communications, are controlled by anti-British 
influences, and an octogenarian Governor is com- 
pletely in the hands of the per.y. The Naval and Mi- 
litary Gazette of last Saturday appears wide awake 
to what is brewing, and I refer to its article with full 
corroboration from Paris. 


‘RUMOURS OF THE DAY 

Many are the rumours flying about to-day with re- 
ference to Italian affairs. I notice them, without giv- 
ing any opinion as to the degree of credence to which 
all, or any, are entitled. For instance, it is stated for 
the third or fourth time that the Papal Nuncio, M. Sac- 
voni, intends leaving Paris in a few days—not, however, 
as breaking off diplomatic relations with this Govern- 
ment, but simply <n conge. Again, that the Duke of 
Grammont (this also for the second or third time) leave 
Rome about the sametime, not precisely on leave of 
absence, but to fill the place left vacant at Constanti- 
noble by M. Thouvenel. A third report is to the effect 
that Marshal Canrobert goes to Italy to assume the come 
mand of the French troops there, comprising those of 
Rome, and, moreover, with a diplomatic mission not 
avowed. Moreover, a private letter from Genoa this 
morning speaks of the probability of hostilities in Italy 
before long. Itis believed, the writer says, that the 
Papal troops, reinforced as they have been by Austrian 
officers and soldiers, will enter the Legations; and that 
in case Victor Emmanuel sends a force to the aid of the 
Roman insurgents serious complications may Le expec- 
ted. 

Private letters from Rome state®that the general feel- 
ing entertained in political circles is, that the proposed 
Congress will not assemble. The Cardinals frequently 
meet in council, but the strictest secresy is ubserved on 
the subject of their deliberations. It is said that the 
Pope has addressed another letter to all the Catholic 
Powers invited to attend the Congress, with the excep- 
tion of Sardinia. It is further asserted at Rome thatthe 
King of Naples is considerably increasing his army. An 
extraordinary levy of troops has been decreed, and the 
organisation of four new regiments of riflemen has been 
commanded.— Times. 


AUSTRIA. 

A private letter from Testh, of the 6th January, states 
as follows :— 

“The Austrian functionaries are continuing, in all 
parts of the country, to seize and ‘ sell up’ the furniture, 
grain, and live stock of the poor people who are unable 
to meet their demands for the payment of the scanda- 
lously exorbitant taxes which the Viennese Government 
is notashamed to impose. But the oppressive charac- 
tur of these proceedings, and the mingled insolence and 
cruelty with which the Austrians carry them out, are 
exciting a spirit of indignation among all classes which 
threatens, sooner or later, to find vent in a formidable 
explosion. Two circumstances of recent oecurrence 
will, [think, show that the endurance of the Hungarians 
must be well nigh exhausted. A few aye ee Pelcaz, 
in the county of Szathmar, a peasant, Kosa, had 
his horse seized for non-payment of taxes, and the ani- 
mal was sold for 3 florins (about 5s.) By the loss of his 
horse the poor fellow was entirely ruined, and I am ae 
sured that it was a heartrending tacle to see the 
bitter anguish of his wife and children asthe animal 
was knocked down for such a miserable sum. ‘The man 
himself, on seeing that the horse was about to be led 
away, pulled out a pistol, and shot it dead, ‘The 
skin alone is worth more than your three florins,’ said 
he,‘ and I will not allow myself to be robbed of more 
than I can help by the agents ot the infamous 
Hapsburgs.’ ‘The second case is more serious. A Wal- 
lachian woman, of the county of Zaraind, not having 
paid her taxes, the Austrian functionaries seized a 
made, as is not unusual in this country, of gold coins 
strung together ; and they put it up to auction, and (of 
course) knocked it down to one of themetine’ for about 
one-tenth of its value.

This journal considers the restoration of the 
dethroned Princes as the best ble solution, but frankly 
admits its impossibility, and in favour of annexa- 
tion to Sardinia, a measure which would notin any way 
be dangerous either to France or Austria. The Gazette, 
however,fears that annexation would fail before the ideas. 
already decided on, of certain Cabinets in favour ofa 
new kingdom of Etruria,a solution which that journal 
declares to be worst of all, because the new kingdom 
would be necessarily dependent on France. 


Tue FRExCH Corrs Leoistatir.—The Siécle states 
that a proposition will be submitted to the Corps Le- 
gislatif for a general rise in the salaries of public func- 
tionaries; the very great increase in the cost of house 
rent, and provisions of all kinds, having rendered a 
change a matter of necessity. 

JonaTHAN AND Pio Noxo.—A recent letter from 
Rome throws a new light upon the intimate relations 
which subsist between America and the Vatican. It 
appears that the Transatlantic youths, whe come to 
pursue their studies at Rome, cannot safely be allowed 
to mingle freely with the students from France, Spain, 
Portugal, and other countries devoted to the old faith. 
‘The democratic ideas of the former class of pupils must 
have been found rather disturbive, of late years, in the 
College of the Propaganda. Hence the necessity for a 
separate college at Rome, in which they can be trained 
with a special view to the great work which Ultra- 
montanism has destined for itself in the Western Re- 
public. Theannouncement to which we refer is very 
significant :—‘ The new ecclesiastical College for North 
Americans was opened at Rome on the 7th of December. 
It is a magnificent building, capable of lodging more 
than one hundred pupils. Cardinal Bembo, in the 
capacity of prefect of the Propaganda, inaugurated it 
with a speech, in which he gave a description of the 
moral and religious state of North America. He 
pointed out the advantages the United States would 
derive trom the new college founded in the Eternal City, 
by the munificence of the Sovereign Pontiff. Mr. 
Stockton, the American Minister to the Holy See, was 
present at the ceremony Of the inauguration. 

The Milan Gazette states that a vast association of 
brigands has been formed in the neighbourhood of Milan; 
that robberies to a considerable extent have already 
been committed near that capital ; and that the bodies 
of several persons, evidently murdered, have been found 
in the fields, The authorities have taken measures to 
put an end to this state of things. 

The Perseveranza ot Milan contains a tribute to the 
memory of Macaulay, whose prose works are very popu- 
lar in Italy. Of his history there is a masterly trans- 
lation, as yet unfinished, by P. Emiliani-Giudici (Flo- 
rence, Le Monnier), and another by Cesari Rovigo, pub- 
lished at Turin. 

Tue AUSTRIAN Excuequsr.—The Vienna Gazette 
rublishes the following note :— The Augsburg Gazette 
lately announced that a certain number of members of 
the high nobility who filled public functions had re- 
solved to give up their salaries in order to lighten the 
charges of the State, and to enable retiring pensions to 
be given to deserving old officials. What is false in 
this statement does not require to be refuted. Not only 
those gentlemen, but every Austrian whose fortune 
would allow it, would willingly make that sacrifice and 
many others, but no one would think of prejudging the 
will of his Imperial master by pointing out the purpose 
to which the saving should be devoted.” 

Tug Prusstan Arnmy.—A Berlin letter in the Ga- 
zette of Southern Germany states that the bases of the re- 
organisation of the Prussian army have been decided on 
by the Ministry. The Infantry of the Line on the peace 
footing will be increased by 40,000 men, and will be 
125,000 strong. The cavalry will be increased from 
19,000 to 24,900, and the artillery from 14,000 to 15,000. 
The total strength of the Line will be 170,000 men. 
This will entail an annual expense of 24 millions of 
francs.

Miss Freyne was accompanied by several ladies and gen- 
tlemen her friends, who took their seats with her at the bar. 

Mr. Sidney appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. Arm- 
strong, Q.C., with Mr. John Addy Curran for the defence. 

The traverser pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Sidney stated the case for the prosecution,and said that 
the Messrs. Pim, in instituting the present prosecation, were 
not influenced by_any vindictive motives against the accuse! 
lady. If, after hearing the evidence about to be adduced, 
the jury could reconcile her acts with innocence, he had no 
hesitation in saying that they would not be dissatisfied with 
their verdict. Mr. Sidney then proceeded to state the nature 
of the evidence on which the prosecution was based, which 
will be found more particularly detailed below. 

John Shine, being sworn and examined, deposed that the 
was in the employment of Messrs. Pim, in the capacity of a 
superintendent ; reeollected the 5th December; between 
three and four o’clock on that day saw the traverser in Messrs.

that was after he had charged her with taking them; Mr. 
Edwards,in doing so,said,“Give me that pair of stockings eut 
of your muff; she said at first that she had none, but im- 
mediately after she handed them eut. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Armstrong, Q.C.—I saw the stock- 
ings handed to Mr. Edwards, and taken from the muff. I 
did not see anything else in the muff; she was standing in 
the middle of the floor at the time, and a short distance from 
where she was served; is certain that he saw her put the 
ribbon near the muff, and then take it back. 

George A. Edwards was next examined, and deposed that 
he is a superintendent in the establishment, having also charge 
of the hosiery department; has been in the establishment 
for several years; recollected the 5th December last; saw 
the traverser there on that day; in consequence ef a con

\Messrs. J. H. Askins and Wm. Betts, superintendents of 
the Richmond Institution, gave similar testimony. 

Mrs. Sarah Munrve, wife of General Munroe, and sister of 
‘he accused, deposed that the latter was subject tu severe 
head aches for a considerable time past, and was ofa nervous 
temperament; witness had observed a failure in the memory 
of her sister, who was now 58 or 59 years of age. 

Charles Davis, M.D., Harcourt-street, deposed that he had 
been attending Miss Freyne for the last 10 years; she was 
suffering from excruciating head aches, and lately from 
gaut in her shoulders and head, which disease generally 
impaired the memory, and sometimes rendered those suffer- 
iag from it incapable of knowing what they did. 

The evidence for the defence here closed. 

His Lordship then charged the jury, and in doing so he 
said that the case was one of painful interest. If the accused 
lady should be found guilty it would reflect more er less 
disgrace upen every person in her class of life ; while, on the 
other hand, if she should be acquitted, she would still be un- 
fortunate in having been placed by circumstances in her 
present pesition. He quite agreed with Mr. Armstrong, 
that it was the duty of Messrs. Pim to have brought the case 


forward ; “while he also approved of the excellent 
statement which had been made by Mr. Sidney, 
their counsei ; and he would add, that there 


was ne observation of his in which he more fully con- 
curred than that, notwithstanding all the painful and dis- 

tressing circumstances of the case, there was in this country 
but une law fer the rich and the poor, for the high and the 
low, and that law the jury must now proceed to apply. He 
could not agree with Mr. Armstrong that they should dis- 
miss the piece of ribbon altegether from their consideration. 
On the contrary, he thought they must presume that it be- 
longed te the Messrs. Pim. The statement which Miss 
Freyne made at the time, as deposed to by Mr. Edwards, 
that her possession of the stockings was all a mistake, was 
certainly such an explanation as an innocent person, who 
might have inadvertently become possessed of them, might 
give. He was quite aware that accidents of the kind which 
had been alluded to, arising from inadvertence, had o!ter oc- 
curred. Such an accident once oceurred to a lady of his own 
family, who had been shopping during the day, and had 
bought a rimg. On her return in the evening, she found a 
scond ring, which had either stuck to her muff or adhered to 
her gloves. His lordship, having reviewed the evidence, 
stated that, if the transaction of the stockings stood alone, 
it might, perhaps, be explained as a mistake, but he could 
not disregard the matter of the ribbon. If either charge 
stood by itself, it might be deemed accidental, but that did 
not appear to be likely when the two facts were coupled to- 
geth-r. His lordship concluded by directing the jury to give 
to the traverser the benefit of any doubt they might enter- 
tain as to the case, 

The jury retired about half-past one o'clock. At two 
o'clock they came into court, when the Foreman stated that 
there was a difference of opinion among them, and that they 
did not think there was anv poasibility of an agreement. 

His L ordsbip said he would be obliged to keep them in fer 
some time longer, and that they could not be discharged by 
consent. 

Mr. Sidney observed that, in accordance with the instrue- 
tions given by his clients, he felt quite at liberty to consent to 
the discoarge of the jury. 

Mr. Curran remarked that the practice in regard to juries 
in criminal cases was not now such as it used to be.
